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CROP  PROSPECTS. 


SMALL  GRAINS 

The  conditions  of  the  grain  crops  in  Europe,  India  and  North 
Africa  continue  much  the  same  es  they  were  last  week.     Winter  sown 
grains  in  Europe  and  North  Africa  are  doing  well.     Lower  temperatures 
in  Italy  and  France  with  rains  and  snow  have  "been  favorable  to  the 
development  of  the  winter  grains.     The  Spanish  wheat  crop  is  well 
forward  and  the  plants  have  a  healthy  appearance.     German  crops  are  in 
good  condition  with  an  ample  supply  of  moisture.     The  wheat  crop  in 
Scotland  is  generally  satisfactory.     In  England  and  Wales  conditions 
are  less  favorable  than  in  Scotland,  due  to  the  effect  of  excessive 
rains  on  heavy  soils.    Rains  in  Greece  have  brought  much  needed  relief 
to  crops  which  were  suffering  from  drought.     Rains  in  North  Africa  have 
been  very  beneficial  and  the  outlook  is  promising. 

Reports  of  drought  injury  to  the  Indian  wheat  crop  continue  to 
be  received.    A  commercial  report  places  the  United  Province  crop  at 
a.bout  70  per  cent  of  normal.     A  short  crop  in  the  Punjab  also  seems 
likely.     Prospects  for  the  winter  wheat  crop  in  China  indicate  a  good 
harvest. 

In  European  countries  spring  seeding  is  making  rapid  progress 
under  favorable  conditions.     Efforts  are  being  made  to  recover  the 
losses  from  winter  killing  by  increases  in  the  spring  acreage. 

No  new  estimates  or  revisions  of  the  acreage  sown  to  fall  grains 
have  "been  received  during  the  week.     The  aggregate  acreage  reported  to 
date  as  compared  to  that  for  the  same  countries  last  year  is  as  follows:

CORN 

The  corn  regions  of  Argentina  have  "been  favored  with  unusually  warm 
weather  and  heavy  rainfall  during  the  week  ending  March  3C\     This  is  es- 
pecially favorable  for  late  plantings  as  only  light  rainfall  was  reported 
during  the  three  weeks  preceding.     The  second  estimate  of  acreage  for  1924- 
25  is  9,162,000  acres,  an  increase  of  19,000  acres  over  the  first  estimate 
of  9,143,000  acres.     The  acreage  last  year  was  8,464,000  acres  and  the 
record  acreage  in  1914-15  amounted  to  10,386,000  acres, 

COTTON 

A  considerable  increase  in  Russian  plantings  of  cotton  is  intended 
as  compared  with  last  year,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture .     The  probable  cotton- area  is  placed 
at  1,515,000  acres,  or  an  increase  of  27  per  cent  over  the  1,196,000  acres 
reported  for  1924.     The  increase  is  in  accordance  with  the  program  for  re- 
viving the  cotton  growing  industry  laid  down  by  the  Russian  Head  Cotton 
Committee  for  the  period  1923-1927.     Some  significance  can  be  attached  to 
these  intentions  to  plant,  as  the  acreage  projected  last  year  by  the  Com- 
mittee was    fully  realized. 

Cabled  information  iron  she  Institute  indicates  increased  acreages 
in  the  1924-25  cotton  crops  in  Argentina  and  in  Southern  Rhodesia.  The 
Argentine  area  is  given  as  259,000  acres,  an  increase  of  67  per  cent  over 
the  155,000  acres  grown  in  1923-24.     Early  harvesting  results  are  stated 
to  be  satisfactory  as  to  quantity.     Yields  in  the  past  four  years  have 
varied  between  200  and  230  pounds  to  the  acre.     The  cable  on  Southern 
Rhodesis  confirms  unofficial  reports  of  an  area  of  70,000  acres  as  compared 
with  4,000  last  year.     The  excessively  wet  season  in  Rhodesia  this  year  has 
adversely  affected  the  crop.     Unofficial  reports  from  Africa  also  state 
•:hat  about-20,000  acres  were  planted  in  Northern  Rhodesia  this  seat  on.

COTTON  -  cont  'D. 

Cotton  receipts  at  Alexandria  from  August  1  to  March  25  this  year 
amount  to  1.U24.000  bales  of  U72  pounds  compared  to  1,251,000  "boles  for  the 
same  period  in  T323,  according  to  the  Commercial  and  Financial  Chronicle, 
Total  production  last  year  is  officially  reported  at  1,353.000  bales. 

SUGAR 

The  sugar  beet  area  of  Russia  according  to  a  cable  from  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  is  expected  to  reach  1,030,000  acres,  as 
compared  with  S^2,^'Q0  acres  previously  reported  for  last  year. 

OIL  PRODUCING  CROPS 

The  aggregate  production  of  cotton  seed,  linseed  and  olives  for 
countries  reporting  was  greater  in  I92H  than  in  I323.     Incomplete  returns 
indicate  decreased  crops  af  hemp,  rape  seed  and  sesamum  as  compared  with 
1923.     Detailed  reports  are  to  be  found  on  pages  30O  to  366. 

FFJITS  AND  NUTS 

Injuries  to  nuts  and  early  fruits  in  Italy  as  a  result  of  low  tem- 
peratures followed  by  snow  are  roportei  by  the  Institute.     The  almond  crop 
in  southern  Italy  and  Sicily  is  mentioned  ^particularly  as  being  damaged. 

MARKET  NEWS  AND.  PROSPECTS 


FOREIGN  AND  DOMESTIC  FJTTSR  PRICES  DECLINE.  -    Prices  of  butter  in 
■London  arid  Copenhagen  on  April  3  showed  a  general  and  quite  uniform  decline 
of  approximately  one  cent  from  Quotations  of  the  previous  Friday,  according 
to  cabled  information  from  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  in 
London.     In  New  York  92  score  butter  was  two  cents  lower  on  April  2  than 
on  the  previous  Thursday.     The  London  Market  was  characterized  as  "slow"  on 
the  above  date.     Shipments  afloat  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand  on  March 
28  amounted  to  2]  million  pounds  &nd  21  million  pounds  respectively,  as 
compared  with  2k  and  25  million  two  'jceeks  earlier.     A  detailed  statement 
of  prices  with  recent  quotations  for  c oi.'T-arison  appears  on  page  399  • 

HEAVY  MARKETING  OF  HOGS  CONTINUE,-  IN  GERMANY. -    The  German  hog  mar- 
ket continued  weak  under-  pressure  of  heavy  marketings  of  hogs  during  the 
week  ending  April  1,  according  to  figures  cabled  by  W,  A,  Schoenfeld, 
Berlin  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     Hogs  of  220-265 
pounds  weight  average^.  $12.53  on  the  Berlin  market,  as  compared  with  $13.02 
the  previous  week.     Unconfirmed  figures  indicate  that  lard  was  somewhat 
lower  at  Hamburg. 
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MARKET  NEWS  AND  PROSPECTS. 


BRITISH  BACON  MARKET  STRONGER.-    The  British  "bacon  market  was  again 
stronger,  with  advancing  prices  for  all  types  of  bacon  during  the  week 
ending  March  25,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  American  Agricultural 
Commissioner  at  London.    Danish  bacon  sides  at  Liverpool  improved  relatively- 
more  than  others  with  a  rise  of  four  shillings,  averaging  $25 - 61+  per  hundred 
pounds  against  $21+  .77  the  previous  week.    American  Wiltshire's  averaged  $20,94 
against  $20.50  and  Canadian  $22.86  against  $22.21.    The  supplies  of  hogs  .• 
marketed  in  England  and  Ireland  were  little  changed  from  the  previous  week. 

LOWER  PRICES  THE  FEATURE  OF  FINAL  WELLINGTON  WOOL  SALES.-  Prices 
substantially  lower  than  those  prevailing  in  January  were  the  rule  at  the 
final  Wellington  wool  sales  of  March  26  and  27,  according  to  a  cable  just  re- 
ceived from  Will  L.  Lowrie,  American  Consul  General  at  Wellington,  New  Zealand, 
The  bidding- was  reported  somewhat  more  animated.     The  clip  is  said  to  have  been 
heavy  and  seedy.    Offerings  amounted  to  about  9,300  bales,  of  which  Bradford 
took  the  greater  part,  buying  all  grades.    American  and  French  buyers  showed 
greater  interest  than  usual,  continental  interests  specializing  in  the  lower 
grades.    New  Zealand  mills  took  a  fair  quantity  of  merino  halfbred.    Prices  in 
cents  per  pound  were  as  follows:    merino  44  to  48,  medium  halfbred  30  to  46, 
coarser  halfbred  30,  fine  crossbred  24  to  42,  coarser  crossbred  22  to  38,  low 
crossbred  24  to  34,  hoggets  32  to  4b,  lambs  l6  to  28,  bellies  30  to  36,  merino 
halfbred  2S  to  3b,  crossbred  l£  to  34,  Crutchings  12  to  24  and  locks  12  to  22. 

DEMAND  SMALLER  IN  CHINA  FOR  FOREIGN  WHEAT  AND  FLOUR.-  Very  limited 
quantities  of  foreign  whear  and  flour  will  bo  bought  in  China  at  prices  now 
prevailing,  according  to  the  American  Commercial  Attache  at  Peking.  Foreign 
flour  in  China  cost  about  50  cents  per  bag  more  than  the  native  product  in 
January,  with  all  indications' pointing  to  continued  increases.     Since  July 
foreign  flour  prices  have  risen  from  $6.10  to  $10. 70  per  barrel  and  bread  from 
ten  loaves  for  $1.00  to  eight, 

GREATER  ACTIVITY  IN  BREMEN  COTTON  MARKET,-  Bremen's  visible  supply  of 
American  cotton  at  the  end  of  February  1925  in  stocks  on  hand,  afloat  and 
aboard  vessels  amounted  to  402,000  bales,  or  nearly  twice  the  211,000  bales  in 
sight  at  the  same  time  last  year,  according  to  Leslie  E.  Reed,  American  Consul 
at  that  port.    Arrivals  for  February,  of  which  practically  all  were  American, 
reached  l79,22S  bales  against  123,169  bales  for  February  1924.    Total- arrivals  9 
for  the  season  since  August  1,  1924,  amounted  to  l,l62,4S3  bales  against  807,038 
bales  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.    Business  was  better  than  had  been  ex- 
pected during  the  month,  but  it  is  a  question  how  long  consumers  can  continue  to 
buy  at  current  rates.    Prices  on  Bremen  middling  Universal  rose  during  the  month- 
from  26.71  to  27.92  cents  per  pound, 

MORE  NEW  BRUNSWICK  POTATOES  MOVING  WEST.-  The  westward  movement  of  New 
Brunswick  potatoes  continues  to  grow  under  favorable  freight  rates,  and  is 
viewed  as  the  salve  ~A on  of  the  industry,  according  to  F.  C.  Johnson,  American 
Vice  Consul  at  Frederic ton,  N.  B.    Large  surplus  stocks  are  reported  awaiting 
shipment  to  Winnipeg  and  points  west.     To  overcome  complaints  of  lots  arriving 
in  bad  condition,  the  Canadian  Government  is  considering  the  suggestion  that- it 
place  inspectors  at  shipping  points.    Some  shipments  are  reported  as  arriving 
containing  as  high  as  45  per  cent  spoiled  stock. 
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LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL  NEWS. 

ARGENTINA

•  Stocks  of  wool  are- showing  a  tendency  to  accumulate  at  the  Central  Prod- 
uce Markets  of  Buenos  Aires.,  according  to  a  report  in  the  Review  of  the  Hiver 
Plate.  •  The  stocks  on  hand  February.  18,  1925,  are  estimated  at  26,464,000 
pounds  as  compared  with  only- 5, -630, 548  pounds  on  the  same  date  in  1924,  while 
the  entries  from  July  1  to  the  ahove  date  totaled  68,958,000  pounds  as  against  ' 
80..389.O00  last  year,  for  the  same  period.     Sales  at  the  market  for  the  first 
three  months  of  'the' wool  year,  October,  November  and  December,  1924,  aggregated 
only  14,796,000  pounds  compared  with  20,922,000  pounds  for  the  same  months  in 
1923.  These  amounted  to  approximately  38  per  cent  of  the  total  sales  during 
the  year.    Exports  from  October  1,  1924,  to  February  12,  1925,  aggregated 
104,104  bales  compared  with  156,748  for  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year. 

•  Some  owners  of  farms  -in  the-  sections  south  and  west  of  Buenos  Aires  which 
have  suffered  from  insufficient  rainfall,  are  disposing  of  their  cattle  as  fast 
as  they  can  and  are  planning  to  plough  up  their  alfalfa  pastures  and  sow  grains, 
according  to  Trade  Commissioner  Brice  M.  Mace  stationed  at  Buenos  Aires.  Some 
of  the  land  will  be  sown  to  wheat  and  some  to  linseed,  oats,  barley  and  rye. 
Weather  conditions^  unfavorable  to  pastures,  are  doing  more  to  increase  the 
wheat  acreage  in  Argentina  than  are  the  efforts  of  the  Argentine  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  non-official  agencies  to  bring  about  this  change  by  propaganda, 
according  to  the  commissioner.  •  ■ 

URUGUAY 

Slaughterings  of  sheep  and  cattle  in  Uruguay  during  1924  as  shown  on 
page  40.1  were  slightly  smaller  than  for  1923,  according  to  Consul  0-  Gaylord 
March  stationed  at  Montevideo.     The  long  and  abnormal  winter  of  1924  resulted 
in  the  general  condition  of  livestock' off ered  for  sale  falling  somewhat  below 
average.     England  was  the  largest  buyer  of  meat  products  with  Belgium  second, 
France  third  and  Italy  fourth. 

The  new  sheep  census  taken  in  Uruguay  in  1924,  details  of  which  have  not 
yet  been  published,  will  probably  show  a  material  increase  according  to  Consul 
Marsh.     Efforts  are  constantly  being  made  to  improve  the  duality  of  the  sheep 
and  high  grade  breeding  animals  rre  being  impor ted  from  England,  New  Zealand 
and  the  United  States  for  that  purpose.     The  Rural  Association  of  Uruguay  held 
its  first  International  Sheep  and  tvool  Exhibition  in  Montivideo  on  February  14 
to  16,  1925  where  about  600  animals  were  exhibited.     It  is  probable  that  the 
exhibition  will  be  held  annually  hereafter. 

AUSTRALIA 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Commonwealth  Statistician  that  tho  wool  produc- 
tion for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925  will  amount  to  685,000, 000  pounds  com- 
pared with  583,394,691  pounds  produced  the  previous  season  according  to  Country 
Life  and  Stock  and  Station  Journal  of  February  24,  1925.     This  would  be  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  17  per  cent.     The  number  of  bales  of  wool  sold  and 
shipped  from  July  1,   1924  to  February  28  was  1,252,678,  leaving  still  for  sale 
813,131,  including  92,152  bales  previously  withdrawn. 
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FRUIT  NEW  S 

MORE  ITALIAN  LEMONS  TO  BE  EXPORTED.-    A  good  supply  of  Italian  winter 
lemons  is  expected,  despite  the  unusual 'drought,  according  to  Alexander  P. 
Cruger,  American  Vice  Consul  at  Messina.'    Car  loadings  for  December,  1924, 
amounted  to  3,6l2  for  Sicily  and  901  for  Calabria  against  2,546  and  542, 
respectively,  for  the  same  month  of  1923-    A  lessening  of  activity  in  British 
and  German  demand  has  made  larger  supplies  available  for  Russia  and  the 
United  States.     Total  exports  for  December,  1924,  reached  154,035  boxes. 
For  January  1925  they  amounted  to  136,775  of  which  Great  Britain  took  48,396, 
Russia  25,800,  Germany  22,136  and  the  United  States  18,122  boxes. 

GERMANY  RECEIVES  MORE  FRUIT  VIA  LONDON.-     Increasing  quantities  of 
American  and  Spanish  citrus  fruit  are  reaching  Germany  via  London  and  the 
Netherlands,   says  Alfred  Nutting,  of  the  American  Consulate  General  at 
London.     Spain's  chief  outlets  for  oranges  are  Great  Britain  and  Germany, 
and  at  present,  Germany  is  taking'  the  larger  portion,  frequently  paying 
premiums  to  secure  supplies, 

AMERICA  IS  BUYING  FEWER  GREEK  CURRANTS , -    Greek  currant  exporters' 
attribute  to  California  competition  the  steady  decline  of  American  purchases 
in  Greece,  according  to  Alfred  W-".  Donegan,  American  Consul  at  Patras.  Total 
exports  of  the  1924-25  crop,  while  larger  than  for  the  preceding  year,  was 
moving  slowly  during  February  owing  to  an  accumulation  of  stocks  at  points 
of  entry  into  consuming  countries.    The  1925-26  crop,  now  growing,  is  expected 
to  be  considerably  smaller  than  its  predecessor,  as  is  usually  the  case  in 
alternate  years, 

SPAIN  HAS  SMALL  STOCKS  OF  OLIVES .-    Heavy  shipments  after  November 
1924  practically  exhausted  first  quality  supplies  by  January  1,  according  to 
William  Burdett,  American  Consul  at  Seville.    High  prices  have  drawn  much 
inferior  stock  into  the  export  trade,   to  the  detriment  of  the  reputation  of 
Seville  olives.    The  current  crop  of  olives  for  olive  oil  being  20  per  cent 
below  normal,  much  damaged  fruit  has  been  pressed,  resulting  in  oil  of  a 
high  acidity  content.    Prices  on  oil  remain  high,  however,  with  little 
tendency  to  weaken. 

SUMMARIES  OF  LEADING  ARTICLES 

INCREASED  WORLD  PRODUCTION  OF  OIL  MATERIALS .-    Total  world  production 
of  vegetable  oil  materials  was  probably  larger  in  1924  than  in  1923.  The 
production  of  cultivated  oil  seeds  and  other  materials  'was  on  the  whole 
larger  and  trade  figures  indicate  that  utilization  of  tropical  oils  was 
at  least  as  large  as  last  year.    Cottonseed  shows  an  increase  of  4-1/2  million 
short  tons,  most  of  it  in  the  United  States,    Linseed  increased  350,000 
short  tons,  also  chiefly  in  the  United  States. 

HEAVY  DEMAND    SUSTAINS  DAIRY  INDUSTRY.-    In  spite  of  an  unprecedented 
production  of  butter  in  the  dairy  countries  of  the  world  during  the  past 
year  degression  has  been  prevented  by  an  unexpectedly  strong  demand,  florid 
consumption  has  increased  in  much  greater  proportion  than  prices  have  been 
lowered      The  seasonal  decline  in  production  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  has 
now  set 'in  while  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  the  output  is  at  about  the 
lowest  point  for  the  year. 
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Total  world  production  of  vegetable  oil  materials  was  probably  larger 
in  1924  than  in  1923.    Production  of  cottonseed  and  flaxseed  was  much  larger  in 
192U  and  that  of  soybeans  and  of  olives  used  for  oil  extraction  was  probably^ 
larger  last  year  than  the  year  before.    The  production  of  tropical  oil  materials 
cannot  be  accurately  estimated  from  year  to  year,  but  trade  information  indicate 
that  the  production,  or  at  least  the  utilization,  of  these  materials  is  steadily 
increasing. 

Cottonseed  alone  shews  an  increase  of  U-l/2  million  short  tons,  the  1924 
estimated  world  total  amounting  to  13,470, Q00  short  tons  compared  with  the  1923 
crop  of  3,999,000  short  tons-    The  greatest  increase  is  shown  in  the  United 
States  crop  where  the  increase  is  estimated  at  34  per  cent.-    Detailed  statistics 
of  cottonseed  production  and  production  of  other  oilseeds  are  found  on  pages  361 
to  36S. 

Linseed  production  shows  an  increase  of  about  350,000  short  tons  over 
that  of  1923- and  700,000  short  tons  above  the  average  production  for  1909-13. 
This  increase  is  chiefly  in  the  crop  of  the: United  States,  while  Argentina,  the 
world's  largest  producer  of  linseed,  harvested  a  short' crop. 

.  ■  •'Manchuria  is  by  far  the  most  important  soybean  producing  region  for 
which  an  estimate  is  available..  An  unofficial  estimate  for  that  part  of  China 
places  the/192U  crop  about  equal  tb\ or, slightly  greater  than  the  1923  harvest. 
The  Chosen -crop,  according  to  a  commercial  estimate,   is  much  smaller  this  year 
.'than  Last,:  while  the  United  State-  crop  is  slightly  larger.    No.  recent  estimates 
•are  available  for  Japan.  .  • 

While- the  data  on  1924  peanut  production  are  still  incomplete,  a 
slight  decrease  is  indicated.     India,  the  largest  producer,  shows  a  decrease 
of  100,000  short  tons  from  the  large  1P?3  prediction.  ■  The.  1924  crop,  however, 
is  larger  than  that  of  other  post-war  years,  and  is  'nearly  double  the  pre-war 
average.''   The  United  States  also  reports'  a  smaller  .crop  this  year.  These 
decreases  are  only,  partially  off  set  by  the  estimated  increase,  in  the  Chinese 
crop .  ■  •  •."''• 

The  production  of  olives  for  oil  extraction  is  not  readily  separated 

■from  the  production  of  the  fruit  to  be:used  directly  for  food,  but  reports 

indicate  an  increase  in  total  olive  production  and  also-  a  large  increase  in 
olive  oil  extraction. 

The  hempseed,  rapeseed  and  sesarrrom  crops  were' probably  slightly  smaller 
in  1924  than  in  1923.     In  the  countries  reporting  'the-  production  of  nemnseed 
in  1023  and  1924  we  find  a  decrease  of  lktJX-  sroft  tens  .from  the  1923  produc- 
tion'.'  Asiatic  Russia  and  Rumania  are  importsnfc .hempseed  producing  countries 
yet  to  report,  but  it  is  hardly  probable  that  these  countries  have  made  up 
the  shortage.     In  both  rapeseed  and  eesarnma  the  crop  of  British  India  is  the 
dominating  factor .     Indian  production  of  both  these  crops  in  1924  -as  smaller 
than  in  1923.     .  .' 

The  statistics  on  the  production  of  oilseeds  presented  in  the  follow- 
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They  should  not  he  confused  with  seed  crushed  or  seed  destined  to  he  crushed,  as 
much  of  the  seed  produced  never  reaches  the  crushing  mills,  being  used  for  sowing 
the  new  crops,  for  home  consumption  and  other  industrial  purposes-     In  the  case 
of  cottonseed  where  the  seed  is  a  by-product.,  it  is  sometimes  destroyed  .  In 
countries  where  crushing  facilities  are  ooor,  the  costs  and  difficulty  in 

transportation  make  crushing  unremunerat ive  little  if  any  maybe  crushed. 

In  a  few  cases  the  tables  are  limited  in  their  scope  on  account  of  the 
impossibility  of  obtaining  estimates  from  some  of  the  important  producing  areas. 
Most  tropical  oil  materials  are  obtained  from  plants  which  grow  wild  so  that 
production  statistics  for  these  materials  are  impossible  to  obtain.    Palm  and 
palm  kernels  and  to  a  more  limited  extent  coconuts  are  examples  of  this  type. 
For  these  commodities  we  are  dependent  for  our  information  on  export  statistics 
which  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  issue.

INTERNATIONAL  TRi.DE  IN  COTTONSEED.      \- .  .  ' 

In  the  five  years  just  preceding  the  war  the  production  of  cotton  in 
the  United  States  reached  its  maximum  and  in  consequence  there  was  a  great"  sur- 
plus of  cottonseed  oil  as  a  by-product.    This  oil  was  exported  chiefly  to 
Europe  and  constituted  about  80  perc  cent  of  world  trade  in  this  product,  The 
United  Kingdom  is  a  regular  importer  of  both  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  oil 
and  is  also  a  large  exporter  of  oil.     Since  the  war  the  United  Kingdom  has 
retained  most  of  its  pre-war  export  trade  in  oil,  while  the  United  States 
because  of  reduced  production  exported  in  1923  and  1924  only  about  one-sixth 
as  much  oil  as  the  average  exports  of  1 909-13.    All  importing  countries  ex- 
cept Canada  are  taring  less  cottonseed  oil  than  before  the  war,  the  most 
striking  reduction  being  in  the  imports  of  Italy.

The  Mediterranean  Basin,  including  Italy,  Spain,  North  Africa,  Greece  and 
southern  Prance,  is  the  source  o:f  practically  all  the  olive  oil  entering  into 
v.orld  trade.     In  Italy  and  Spain  production  for  export  in  1923  and  1924  was  greater 
than  the  average  of  1909-T 3.     In  1923  and  1924  the  United  States  was  the  largest 
importer  of  olive  oil.     Prance,  although  a  producing  country,  was  the  largest  im- 
porter in  the  years  just  before  the  war  and  is  now  second  only  to  the  United  States 
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THE  -PHILIPPINE  COCONUT  INDUSTRY. 

Copra,  or  dried  coconut  meat,   is  one  of  the  principal  products  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  which  ranks  as  one  of  the  leading  sources  of  the  world 
supply  of  this- product.     In  1923,  78  per  cent  of  the  copra  and  99  per  cent  of 
the  coconut  oil  imported  into  the  United  States  came  from  the  Philippines. 

Beginning  with  191^,  the  number  of  coconut  trees  in  the  Philippines 
has  increased  about  10  per  cent  annually.     The.  yield  per  tree  is  about  the  same 
from  year  to  year,  being  affected  only  by  extreme  drought  and  unusually  strong 
typhoons,     The  tree  bears  nuts  after  six  years  and  continues  in  bearing  for 
about  thirty  years,  - 

Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  Philippine  copra  is  sun-dried  or  smoked 
(tapahan),     Philippine  copra  made  by. these  processes  is  of  poor  quality  and 
brings  the  lowest  market  price.     Sun-dried  copra  brings  a  higher  price  than 
smoked  copra,  since  the  latter  is  usually  unevenly  dried  and  discolored  from 
the  smoke.     Sun-dried  copra  is  produced  where  the  climate  permits.     In  the 
eastern  part  of  the  Philippines,  howe-ver,  the  sky  is  so  overcast  and  rains 
are  so  frequent  that  sun  drying  is  out  of  the  question.     The  future  of  the 
industry  depends  largely  upon  improved  methods  of  drying  copra  artificially.

The  demand  for  copra  and  coconut  oil  during  the  war  greatly  changed  . 
the  coconut  industry  in  the  Philippines.     In  I9I0  and  I9H,  three-fourths  of 
the  coconut  products  were  young  nuts  and  coconut  sap  (tuba)  used  for-  domestic 
consumption  and  one-fourth  was  copra  for  export.     In  I920  and  .1921,  however, 
four-fifths  of  the  coconut  products  of  the  Islands  were  exported  either  as 
copra  or  coconut  oil.  • 

In  the  last  ten  years,   the  number  of  coconut  trees  was  only  doubled, 
yet  copra  exports  in  I923  showed  an  increase  of  225  Per  cent  over  the  exports 
of  19 lk.     This  large  increase  in  exports  was  partly  due  to  decreased  domestic 
consumption  of  coconut  products. 

Before  the  war  almost  all  of  the  Philippine  copra  was  shipped  to 
the  crushing  plants  of  France,  Germany,  England  and  the  United  States.  During 
the  war,  the  scarcity  of  tonnage  made  it  profitable  to  export  oil  instead  of 
copra.     Recently,  however,  the  increase  in  exports  of  copra  has  been  greater 
than  that  of  coconut  oil.

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GERI.'AN  TRADE  IN  VEGETABLE  OILS 

The  quantity  of  Loth  foreign  edible  and  non-edible  vegetable  oils  and 
fats  retained  for  consumption  in  Germany  during  1924  amounted  to  412,000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  384,000  short  tons  in  1923  and  645,000  short  tons  in  1913. 
The  quantity  of  edible  vegetable  fats  and  oils  retained  during  1924  amounted  to 
262,500  tons  as  compared  with  330,500  tons  in  1923  and  35^,000  tons  in  1912. 
These  statistics  are  based  on  the  official  imports  minus  exports  of  vegetable 
oils,  fats  and  tallow  and  of  seeds,  nuts  :and  kernels'  converted  into  their  oil 
equivalent.         '     .  •  .  .  :         . : 

The  principal  items  in  the  German  import  trade  in  seeds,  nuts  and  ker- 
nels are  copra  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  palm  kernels  from  British  'West  Africa, 
linseed  from  Argentina,  and  peanuts  from  British  West  Africa  and  China.  The 
most  important  oil  imports  are  linseed  and  soybean  from  the  United  Kingdom  and 
China  respectively.     Non-edible  palm  oil  from  British  West  Africa  and  coconut 
and  peanut  oil  from  the  Netherlands  rate  amo:;g  the  next  most  important  items  in 
point  of  volume.'    The  oil  crushing  centers  of  the  United  Kingdom'and  the  Nether- 
lands supply  a  large  part  of  the  German  vegetable  oil  imports.     Oil  cake  and 
meal  constitute  the  most  important  item  in  the  export  trade  of  the  German  oil 
crushing  industry,  Denmark  being  the  chief  purchaser.     Net  exports  of  cake  and 
meal  during  1924  .amounted  to  86,100  tons  as  compared  with  215,000  tons  in  1923. 
Before  the  war  Germany  was  on  an  import  basis,  net  imports  of  oil  cake  and  meal 
in  1913  having  amounted  to  589,000  tons.  ,  ... 

Although  most  of  the  oleaginous  products  used  in  Germany' have  to  be  im- 
ported, the  growing'  demand  for  these  commodities  for  fcod  as  well  as  for  other 
purposes  has  given  rise  to  an  important  industry  in  the  crushing  of  oil-containing 
seeds,  nuts  and  Kernels.     The  Quantity  of  oil  crushed  from  oleaginous  products 
during  1924  amounted  to  approximately  306,000  tons  as  compared  with  265,000  tons 
in  1923  and  710,000  tons  in  1913. 

The  use  of  vegetable  oils  for  food  purposes  in  Germany  before  the  war  had 
reached  the  point  where  that  type  oi  fat  constituted  about  23  per  cent  of  the 
total  edible  fat  supply  of  the  nation.    While  sufficient  statistics  are  not 
available  to  warrant  a  similar  estimate  for  1924,   the  1922  figures  show  that_ 
vegetable  oils  constituted  37  per  cent  of  the  total  edible  fat  supply  that  year 
while  in  1923  it  was  about  30  per  cent.

Net  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  oils,  oilseeds,  butter,  marga- 
rine, lard  and  lard  substitutes,  rath  oilseeds  converted  into  their  oil 
equivalent,  amounted  to  1,033,000  long  tons  in  192*+  as  against  978,000  tons 
in  1923  and  880,000  tons  in  1 §13 ,  according  to  the  British  Board  of  Trade 
returns.    Notwithstanding  this  increase  in  imports  stocks  are  not  reported  to 
be  large.    Net  imports  may,  therefore,  be  taken"  as  an  indication  of  an  in- 
crease in  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  since  the  war. 

That  the  vegetable  oil  crushing  industry  of  the  United  Kingdom  has 
experienced  a  marked  development- since  1913  is  evidenced  by  the  increase  in 
British  imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels' for  crushing  purposes.     Such  im- 
ports during  192^  amounted  to  53#>OC01ong  tons  of/compared  with  388,000  tons 
in  1913»    Net  imports  of  butter,  margarine  a.nd  lard  substitutes  during  192^ 
amounted  to  ^^3,000  long  tons  as  compared  with  ^30,000-  tons  in  1923  and' 
372,000  tons  in  1913»    Tn©  quantity  of  margarine  retained  for  consumption 
during  192^  was  slightly  higher  than  the  1923  figure1,  but  the  quantity  of 
butter  retained  was  slightly  lower. 

The  principal  items  in  the  British  import  trade  in  seeds,  nuts  and 
kernels  are  linseed  from  Argentina,  palm  kernels  from  './est  Africa,  cotton 
seed  from  Egypt  and  copra  from  the  Straits  Settlements  and  the  Dutch  East 
Indies.  China  supplies  most  of  the  soybeans  and  sesamum-  seed  and  British 
India  most  of  the  rape  seed.  Practically  all  of  the  peanut  imports  come  from 
French  Yu'est  Africa,  Gambia  and  British  India,  •  •  ' 

The  United  Kingdom  imports  large  quantities  of  refined' and  unrefined 
oil  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels. 
Palm  oil  from  Nigeria  is  the  most  important  of  such  imports, '  Other  oils  im- 
ported in  large  quantities  are  soybean  oil  from  Japan,  coconut  oil  from 
Ceylon  and  the  Netherlands,  and  cottonseed  oil  from  Egypt.    Most  of  the 
oleomargarine,  oleo  oil  and  refined  tallow  imports  come  from  the  Argentine 
and  the  United  States,  principal3.y  from  the  fcrraer.     The  Netherlands  supplies 
practically  all  of  the  'margarine  and  the  United  States  practically  all  of  the 
lard  imports,'    New  Zealand,  Australia,  and  Argentina  supply  the  greater  part 
of  the  unrefined  tallow,    Denmark,  New  Zealand,  Australia  and  Argentina  fur- 
nish most  of  the  butter'.  •  ■  '        ■   •        '  4 

Considerable  quantities  of  the  oil  crushed  from  the  imports  of  seeds, 
nuts  and  kernels  is  later  exported,  principally  to  Northwestern  Europe.  Lin- 
seed oil,  palm  and  palm  kernel  oil,  refined,  cottonseed  oil  and  rapeseed  oil 
constitute  the  leading  items  in  this  trade,     Most  of  the  linseed  and  rapeseed 
oil  exports  go  to  the  United  States.

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UNITED  STATES  TRADE  IU  EATS  AND  OILS 

In  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  in  fats  and  oils  several 
significant  changes  have  taken  place  in  recent  years,  partly  as  a  result  of 
the  war  and  partly  on  account  of  certain  economic  developments  in  the 
industry.     Cottonseed  oil  exports  have  shown  a  marked  decrease  because  of 
decreased  production  of  cotton.    Lard  experts  have  increased  because  in 
the  years  following  the  war  supplies  of  butter  and  margarine  in  Europe  were 
inadequate  and  lard  prices  were  relatively  low.    Exports  of  lard  compounds, 
oleo  oil,  edible  tallow  and  margarine,  however,  have  declined. 

Imports  into  the  United  States  of  coconut  oil,  palm  oil  and  olive 
oil  have  shown  large  increases  due  chiefly  to  increased  consumption  in  the 
margarine  and  soap  industries,  ar.d  also  to  the  decreased  production  of  cotton- 
seed oil.    Palm  oil,  obtained  from  the  fleshy  part  of  the  palm  fruit,  is  used 
chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  soaps,  and  in  the  tin  plate  industry.  There 
was  a  decrease  in  the  importation  of  most  of  the  important  edible  oils  in 
1924,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  the  notable  exception  of 
coconut  oil.    An  outstanding  decrease  occurred  in  the  imports  of  soybean  oil. 
This  oil,  though  perfectly  wholesome  as  an  edible  product,  is  largely  used 
as  a  substitute  for  linseed  oil  in  the  paint  industry.     The  domestic  pro- 
duction of  soybeans  is  growing  in  importance,  having  increased  from  5,832,000 
bushels  in  1922  to  9,567,000  bushels  in  192*4, 

The  sources  of  supply  of  vegetable  oils  and  oil  materials  imported 
into  the  United  States  are  many  ar.d  varied.,    Peanuts  now  are  imported  chiefly 
from  China  and  even  those  coming  directly  from  Japan  are  chiefly  of  Chinese 
origin.    Before  the  war  Spain  was  an  important  source  of  supply  but  the 
great  increase  in  recent  years  has  been  in  the  Oriental  product.    Peanut  oil 
also  comes  from  China  although  in  .191 3  large  quantities  were  brought  in  from 
Erance,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  where  it  was  extracted  from  peanuts  grown 
in  West  Africa  and  in  the  Orient. 

Copra  comes  chiefly  from  the  Philippine  Islands.  In  the  past  ten 
years  the  Philippines  have  also  replaced  all  other  sources  of  supply  for 
coconut  oil  extracted  from  copra. 

Olive  oil  is  imported  from  the  countries"  bordering  on  the 
Mediterranean,    Imports  from  Italy  and  Spain  ha^e  -increased  very  rapidly 
while  other  countries  including  Erance  have  d- dined  in  relative  importance 
as  sources  of  supply. 

Palm  oil  before  the  war  came  chiefly  from  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Germany,  although  the  original  source  cf  supply,  then  as  now,  was  the  'Jest 
Coast  of  Africa,    At  present  the  greater  pf,rt  Qf  our  imports  of  this  product 
comes  directly  from  Africa,    Palm  Kernel  oil  has  decreased  in  relative  im- 
portance.   This  oil  also  comes  originally  from  Jest  Africa. 

Castor  beans  and  the  rape  seed  from  which  rape  oil  is  expressed 
come  chiefly  from  British  India.     Cocoa  butter  imports  have  apparently  de- 
creased, although  the  trade  has  shown  great  fluctuations  in  the  past  three 
years.     Imports  are  chiefly  from  the  Netherlands  and  Germany  where  it  is 
prepared  from  imported  raw  materials.

ESTIMATES  OF  CONSUMPTION  OF  EDIBLE  OILS 

The  preceding  table  gives  estimates  of  the  consumption  for  all 
purposes,   the  net  factory  consumption  and  other  consumption,  for  the 
more  important  edible  oils.     In  estimating  the  consumption  for  all  pur- 
poses, the  supply  of  each  oil  was  calculated  by  adding  together  the 
stocks  of  oil  in  factories 'and  warehouses  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
the  total  factory  production  of  crude  oil,  and  the  imports  less  re- 
exports of  oil.     From  this  'total  supply  .figure  was  subtracted  the  domes- 
tic exports  and  the  stocks  of  oil  at  the  end  of  the  year.     The  resulting 
figure  represents  the  quantity  of  oil  going  directly  into  trade  channels 
or  used  for  the  manufacture  of  other  products,  and  should  not  be  confused 
with  factory  consumption. 

Stocks,  exports,  and  imports,  of  each  oil,  except  olive,  were 
reported  for  both  crude  and  refined  oil.     To  make  all  figures  comparable 
the  two  were  expressed  in  terms  of  crude  oil  by  converting  the  refined 
to  a  crude  basis,  dividing  the  refined  oil  by  the  conversion  factor  given 
in  the  footnote.     Cottonseed  oil,  lor  example,  has  an  average  refining 
loss  of  about  7  pes  cent.     The  conversion  factor  is  therefore  .93. 

The  stocks  of  oil  used  in  these  calculations  include  those  in 
factories  and  warehouses,  but  not  those  in  the  hands  of  the  smaller  deal- 
ers.    If  the  latter  are  subject  to  much  variation  from  year  to  year  some 
error  may  be  expected  in  using  these  figures  as  a  measure  of  final  con- 
sumption. 

The  net  factory  consumption  was  obtained  by  adding  the  factory 
consumption  of  refined  and  crude  oils  and  subtracting  the  factory  pro- 
duction of  refined,  the  refined  oils  being  converted  to  a  crude  basis. 
The  resulting  figures  do  not,  therefore,  take  into  account  the  consump- 
tion of  by-products  of  the  refining  process.     No  data  are  available  as 
to  how  much  of  these  products  are  recovered  and  used. 

The  net  factory  consumption  of  soybean  oil  in  1924  is  larger  than 
the  estimated  consumption  for  all  purposes.     This  is  probably  due  to 
inaccuracy  in  the  statistics  of  distribution  resulting  from  the  fact  that 
this  oil  is  for  the  most  part  imported.

Record : Imports  into  Germany  and  United  Kingdom 

During  :  February  Germany  imported  14,794,000  lbs.  of  butter,  accord-" 
ing  to  information  cabled  from  Berlin  by  a  representative  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     This  was  nearly  three  million  pounds  more  than1  was  im- 
ported in  January,  and  about  the  same  as  in  October,  1924,  the  record  post- 
war month.     Thus  Germany  continues  to  grow  in  importance  as  a  market  for 
foreign  butter,  -having  taken  in  February  a  quantity  equal  to  more  than  one - 
fifth  as  much  as  the  total " importation  into- the  United  Kingdom  during  that 
month.     The  British  import  figures  for  February "1'92 5 •  are  compared  in  the 
following  table  with  those  for  February  1923  and  1924.'
